Amend section seventy-three of the Supreme Court, of 
Judicature (Ireland) Act, 1877, as respects appoint- 
ments to Junior Clerkships in the High Court. 

B E it enacted hy the King’s most Excellent Majesty, hy and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and hy the authority of the same, as follows : — 

~i 1. (1) During a period of five years from the passing of 

this Act, vacancies in junior clerkships (including . second-class 
clerkships) in the High Court may he filled hy appointments 
made under this section instead of by open competition, notwith- 
standing anything to the contrary in section seventy-three of the 
10 Supreme Court of Judicature (Ireland) Act, 1877. 

(2) No person shall he appointed under this section to fill 
any such vacancy unless he has served in the naval, military, or 
air forces of the Crown during the present war. 

(3) Appointments under this section shall be made hy the 
15 Lord Chief Justice in the case of vacancies in clerkships attached 
to the King’s Bench Division, and hy the Lord Chancellor in the 
case of other vacancies in the High Court, and shall he made 
subject to such terms and conditions as may he prescribed by 
the Lord Chancellor or Lord Chief Justice with the concurrence 
20 of the Treasury. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Supreme Court of Judicature 
(Ireland) Act, 1919, and may he cited with the Judicature 
(Ireland) Acts, 1877 to 1907. 
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
